• Identify personal example(s) 

• Identify factual information that presents a perspective 

• Describe how the author weaved personal examples, ideas, and facts to present his or her perspective/situation/event

Daily Lesson 2 1 


Duration 

and 

Objective 


Suggested Duration: 50-60 min. 

Content Objective: Students analyze how an author uses personal examples and ideas in a literarv nonfiction essav. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Ask: How does literary nonfiction differ from fiction? Discuss responses. Ask: In what ways are they similar? Discuss responses, 
referring students to the Venn Diagram students created during Unit 01, Lesson 2. 

2. Provide background information about the events of selected nonfiction text, using informational text if desired. 

3. Read the literary nonfiction essay as a class. Ask: What is the author's perspective about this event or situation? Discuss responses, 
requiring students to justify their responses with textual support. 

4. Ask: How do the author's examples add to our understanding of the event or situation? Discuss responses. 

5. Select an example of a literary technique used in the essay. Ask: What literary technique is the author using? Discuss responses. Ask: 
What is the author's purpose for using this technique? Discuss responses. 


Learning 
Applications 


1. In Collaborative Groups, students identify and analyze the literary techniques the author uses to develop the ideas presented in the 
literary nonfiction essay. 


Closure 


1. In the Reader's Notebook, students write a short reflection about the impact of an author's personal experiences and ideas on a factual 
event or situation.
